FIGHT IN THE CouRT HOUSE— 
FRACAS BETWEEN TWO PROMINENT 
LAWYERS.— Yesterday afternoon, in 
the court-house, during the session 
of the court, a fight between Messrs. 
J. B. Batchelor and J. W. Gatling 
took place in which a stick and pis- 
tol are numbered among the inci- 
dents. The particulars of the affair 
we gather as follows: 

‘Phe case of Montague vs. Jeffreys 
was being argued, when a dispute 
arose as to the filing of a decree. Mr. 
Batchelor asserted that the decree in 
question had not been filed, while on 
the other hand Mr. Gatling insisted 
that it had. Mr. B. then said that if 
it had been filed the filing had 
been sureptitiously done. Mr. Gat- 
‘ing denied the statement. Mr. B. 
then made another statement in re— 
gard to the matter, (the nature of 
which we could not learn,) which 
Mr. G. pronounced false, whereupon 
Mr. B. seized a stick, whieh was ly- 
ing near by, and struck Mr. G. over 
the shoulder. Mr. Gatling drew a 
pistol and snapped it at Mr. B., 
whereupon Mr. B. repeated the blow, 
which took effect on the _ front 
part of Mr. Gatling’s head, in- 
flicting asevere cut. Before further 
demonstrations could be made by 
either party the officers of the 
court interfered and put a stop to the 
affair. Judge Tourgee bound Mr. 
Batchelor over in a bond of $500 to 
keep the peace and also to appear be- 
fore him this morning at 9 o’clock.

‘‘ LORD ’’ Woops AGAIN—SoME 
MORE INFORMATION CONCERNING 
Him.—The Utica, (N. Y.) Observer, 
January 2d, contains a slight sketch 
of the operations of this noble lord of 
many manors. As my lord Woods is 
personally Known to many of our 
euterprising citizens, we deem the 
matter of sufficient interest to occupy 
the space which we now devote to it: 

‘The readers of the Observer will 
remember an announcement made in 
these columns some time in Novem- 
ber that a deaf and dumb man, with 
a wooden leg, named Woods, from 
England, had passed through Utica, 
stopping at Bage's hotel, en route for 
Watertown, with a safe full of gold. 
This man arrived on the Del., f. & 
W. railroad from Richfield Springs, 
in charge of the porter of Mr. Miner’s 
hotel in that village. He paid $30 or 
$40 express charges on the safe, which 
was carefully guarded and went to 
Watertown. Our reporter did not 
have a chance to interview the gol- 
den mute at the time, but simply 
told the tale as it was told to him. 
The Cooperstown Freeman’s Journal 
puts the old man down as an unsuc- 
cessful swindler. Here is its state- 
ment: 

‘* Last spring the mansion of a gen- 
tleman residing in this village, with 
other real estate, was adyertised for 
salein New York papers by H. B. 
Walker, agent. In the course of the 
summer he received a letter of in- 
gots in regard to the property from 

ngland, the writer representing that 
he was acting in the interest of his 
friend, E. A. Woods, Esq., Justice of 
the Peace of Osmington House, near 
Dorchester, who was a very rich and 
eccentric man, a great admirer of 
Cooper’s writings, and who thought 
of visiting Cooperstown with the 
view to purchasing real estate. Sev- 
era] letters passed between them, and 
finally it was announced that Mr. 
Woods would sail in the steamer Sco- 
tia in October. That vessel arrived 
in New York on the 22d of that 
month, and, as afterwards learned—a 
man answering the description con- 
tained in these English letters, about 
fifty years of age, deaf and dumb, and 
lame in one leg, registered as FE. A. 
Woods, was a passenger on her. 
About the Ist of November he ar- 
rived here, with a letter of introduc- 
tion from the friend or agent who 
had corresponded in his interest. 

From the hour of his arrival, ‘‘Mr. 
Woods,the mysterious stranger,’’ was 
an object of interest and speculation. 
His plans had been so well laid that 
he seemed entitled to more or less 
credit, and was shown the real estate 
which had been advertised, and a 
great deal more, which he never 
seemed quite ready to buy. He 
brought a heavy box or two of ‘‘gold”’ 
with him—thirty or forty thousand 
dollars, as was represented—was ac- 
companied by a body servant, being 
deaf and dumb, did all his negotiat- 
ing by writing, was certainly fully as 
‘‘eccentric’’ as his friend had repre- 
sented, puton a great many ‘‘airs’’ 
at the hotel where he first stopped, 
and in a few days removed to a pri- 
vate boarding house. His servant 
soon took his departure. 

‘‘Mr. Woods very soon made the ac- 
quaintance of some of our bank offi- 
cers, exchanged a few hundred dol- 
lars of his gold for currency, made 
humerous inquiries about railroad 
and other bonds which he seemed 
and a was anxious to pur- 
chase. Could he have done so he 
would have probably offered in pay- | 
menta draft on England for about 
£4,000 sterling, which he had with 
him, and left his ‘gold,’ (which was 
well done up in small rolls, and had 
been deposited 1n one of the banks, ) 
as collateral security. till the draft 
could be heard from—and meantime 
he would have been off. But the bank 
officers were from the start suspicious 
of the man, anddid not encourage his 

artial overtures—he finally left in 

isgust about the 25th of November. 
He was going where he could buy 
good bonds of some kind.”

‘‘We wrote the chief of police of 
New York city in regard to him, and 
in a letter ef reply, of November 10, 
he states that ‘‘there is one man 
known to the detectives of this city 
answering the description, who has 
several aliases, isa confidence man, 
and that is = his style of.doing 
business, his information was 
communicated to the cashiers of the 
b i 


ank. 

‘‘Soon after the appearanee of this 
man in Utica, Mr. C. W. Smith 
wrote to Dorchester, England,making 
inquiries about him. He recentl 
received a reply from there to the ef- 
fect that E. A. Wood, Esq., justice of 
the peace, is the proprietor of the 
Osmington house, is not deaf nor 
dumb, at homeand has never been 
in the United States. That com- 
pletes the evidence of the character 
of the man who personated him 
here. 

‘This confidence operator was evi- 
dently ‘‘first class’? of his kind— 
shrewd and cunning in the extreme 
and had come here, after long and 
extensive preparations, to carry out | 
a swindling game of large propor- 
tions. But he over-acted, and was 
suspected from the start; and yet 
those who saw much of him, and 
held frequent intercourse with him, 
all say that he was well informed, 
plausible, and knew all about the lo- 
calities and affairs in England in re- 
gard to which he conversed. His 
cards were engraved ‘‘E. A. Wood, 
Osmington House,” and he had with 
him a book which contained the sig- 
natures, professedly, of Justices of 
the Peace and others in England, to- 
gether with letters, &c. The plan 
was well laid, but failed of execution, 


| and Mr. Wood is probably operating 


in other quarters—but a good deal of 
labor has been lost! It is a question 
whether he was in England when 
his “agent’s’’ letters were mailed 
from there, or in New York—or 
whether he actually camefrom Eng- 
land and had an accomplice in the 
latter city. | 

“The Watertown Dispatch of Jan- 
uary 5, in republishing the above, 
made the following note; ‘*This 
man, calling himself KE. A. Wood, 
was suspected, immediately on his 
arrival in Watertown, of being a 
confidence operator. Mr. George H.

THE GRADED ScHOooL.—We al- 
luded in our last issue to the renewal 
of the attempt to establish a graded 
free school in this city for white chil- 
dren. We would be recreant to our 
duty if we did not use every means 
in our power to arouse our citizens to 
the importance of this matter. The 
children of the other race now enjoy 
educational advantages and facilities 
which the mass of white children 
in this city do not. This fact alone 
should incite prompt and decisive ac- 
tion on the part of our white popula- | 
tion. Our eitizens well know that 


of Dr. Sears, Agent of the Peabody 
Educational Fund, to assist in the 
establishment and maintainence of 
such a school in our midst, proyided 
that guaranteesare given for its proper 
support and conduct. Our sister city 
of Charlotte is far outstripping us in 
educational progress, and there is no 
good reason why this should be the 
case. We learn from the papers of 
that city that Dr. Sears has just paid 
$600 to the graded public school for 
white children, and will soon pay 
$450 to that for the colored children. 
We also learn that the white school 
in that city has over 275 pupils, while 
that of the colored numbers 170. 
What an ugly contrast is presented 
in this city! We have at present no 
public school for white children, 
while the colored people have several, 
in which large numbers of children 
are daily taught.

A PUBLIC meeting of the Conserva- 
tives of Northampton county, Va., 
was held on Monday last at Jerusa- 
lem, the county town. Resolutions 
were introduced denouncing the act 
of Gov. KEMPER in his veto of the 
Petersburg charter, declaring him 
unfaithful to his high trust and un- 
true to his pledge made in the cam- 
paign and requesting his resigna- 
tion, 

We regret to see such bitterness of 
feeling manifested in the matter. No 
good can possibly come of it. 


NEARLY all the distinguished men, 
says the Cincinnati Enquirer, who 
took part in the violent political con- 
tests of 1850-’51, twenty-five years 
ago, are now dead. They wereCLAY, 
WeERBSTER, CALHOUN, CAss, BUCH- 
ANAN, DOUGLAS, BENTON, FILL- 
MORE, SEWARD, CHASE, SUMNER, 
CLAYTON, CORWIN, BELL, EVERETT 
and DIcKINSON. This demonstrates 
what an immense and fatal span in 
human existence is composed in two 
decades of years. We see hardly a 
name now that figured in the great 
contests we had before the war, 


AS WAS to have been expected, the 
woman’s temperance crusade in the 
West has provoked active opposition. 
The Germans of Cincinnati, incited 
by the thought of non-access to lager, 
held a public meeting to devise meas- 
ures to resist the movement. The 
meeting was largely attended and 
resolutions adopted denouneing the 
crusade. What is to be the result of 
this movement ‘is what no fellow 
can tell.’’ The motives which have 
led the women of the land to adopt it 
we have no disposition to question ; 
the means, we fear, will prove ineffi- 
cient tothe accomplishment of any 
great good. 


THE New York Herald, of Wed- 
nesday, says: ‘Considerable agita- 
tion exists in the minds of the peo- 
plein the neighborhood of Raleigh 
on the question of the threatened 
yoleanie eruption. Rumbling noises 
are heard in the mountains and the 
area of disturbance is also extend-— 
ing.’’ 

Now as the locality of the ‘‘threa- 
tened volcanic eruption” is about 
two hundred and fifty miles from 
Raleigh, we hardly think that the 
Herald ean be serious in charging 
our citizens with ‘‘agitation.”’ It may 
be true, as the Herald says, but we 
never saw such a quiet body of scared 
people before in all our days. We 
have listened earnestly since reading 
the Herald aud have failed to hear 
that “something in the mountains.’’ 
However, we do not claim extraordi- 
nary auricular powers. 


RECENT telegraphic dispatches from 
the Sandwich Islands announce the 
election of Prince KALUKUA as King. 
His opponent was Emma, widow of 
the late Sovereign. The dispatches 
state that when the announcement of 
the defeat of the fair Queen was 
made, it was accompanied by serious 
demonstrations of anger on the part 
of her adherents. They broke into 
the House of the Assembly, inflicted 
corporal punishment upon several of 
the members, demolished the desks 
and seats, and set fire to the build- 
ing. The mob was only quelled by 
the landing of marines belonging to 
the naval forces of the United States 
and Great Britain. Our sympathies 
were With EMMA in the contest, 
though we are by no means advocates 
of woman’s rights, as expounded by 
Mrs. STANTON and others of that ilk. 
But this demonstration of disgust 
and disappointment is pushing gal- 
lantly to an extreme. 


THE Committee on Military A ftairs 
in the House of Representatives, 
through its Chairman, Mr. Conorn, 
has reported a bill for the reduction 
of thearmy. The bill provides that 
no new commissions shall issue 
hor promotions enlistments or 
made until the cavalry arm of the 
service is reduced to nine regiments, 
the artillery to four and the infantry 
to twenty. , This will make the army 
number about 25,000. Provision is 
also made fora reduction of affairs 
upon the staff of the Generals of the 
army, and also in the medical and 
pay departments,

A NEGROCONFESSES ON HIS DEATH- 
BED THE MURDER OF A MAN FOR 
WHICH AN INNOCENT PERSON SUF- 
FERED ON THE GALLOws.—The Mill- 
ford (Del.) News says that John 
Young, (colored,) an old man who 
died near Frederica, Kent county, 
last Sunday morning, confessed just 
before his death, to one John Madi- 
son, colored attendant, that he 
(Young) was the man who killed the 
old peddler, for the murder of whom 
one Edward Darnell was convicted 
and hung afew years ago at Dover. 
It will be remembered that the oid 
peddler’s body was found in a mill- 
pond, horribly mangled, and show- 
ing every indication of having met 
with foul play. Circumstances 
pointed to the boy Darnell anda man 
named William Loper, who were ar- 
raigned. Loper succeeded in proving 
an alibi, was acquitted, and the boy 
convicted and hung. If this story is 
true, and there seems no reason to 
doubt it, it affords another illustra- 
tion of the fallibility of circumstan- 
tial evidence, and the possibility of 
hanging the innocent for the guilty. 


There isa hintin the news from 
California of one of the dangers of 
railroad legislation. The Senate 
Committee on Railroads, after a se-

Governor Davis has appointed the 
three Commissioners, who are to es- 
tablish maximum rates in accord- 
ance with the law recently passed 
by the Legislature. The schedules 
of this Commission will be authori- 
tative, and penalties are provided for 
their transgression.
